LECTURE ON THE HISTORY OF THE JEWS | 


IN SPAIN UNDER THE MOORS, DELI- 
VERED AT SUSSEX-HALL. 
BY F. H. GOLDSMID, ESQ., 22 FEB., 18950. 
(Concluded from oar last.) 
During this period (the latter part of the eleventh 
century), the dissensions among the different Moorish 
‘Sovereigns in Spain enabled the Christians, who had 
continued to retain under their sway a portion of the 
Peninsula, again ‘to extend their power; and about 
1086, Alfonso the Sixth, King of Castile and Leon, 
took from the Moors the ancient city of Toledo. Al- 
phonso, like several other of the Christian Sovereigns 
in Spain during the period when the struggle between 
them and the Mahometans still continued, appears to 
have shown considerable favour to his Jewish subjects, 
and even to have placed them in high offices. What 
‘s related of two whom he employed as ambassadors, 
one ona friendly, and another on a hostile mission, 
may..perhaps. interest. you and in _some degree 
connected with our subject, since the embassies were 
sent to Moorish kings. Of one of these embassies the 
Mahometan historian, Al- Makkari, introduces and re- 
lates the story in words to the following. effect :— 
brahim. Ibn - 1 - fakbkhar Al-yahudi another 
famous poet, he lived among the Christians, and was 
sent by Alfonso, king of Toledo, as his ambassador 


He wrote in praise of his master Alphonso (" May

of his life, fearful crueltie? on the Jews about Cordova ; 
slaughtering or reducing to slavery the bravest, 
driving some to hide themselves till they perished from 
hunger, and frightening the most timid into a feigned 
apostacy in order to escape the dreadful alternative of 
servitude or death. 
A violent dissension between Rabbinical and Caraite 
Jews (the latter of whom adhere to the literal sense of 
Scripture) added to the calamities of this period, ; 
[tis singular that these misfortunes, occasioned in 
great measure by a temporary outbreak of fanaticism 
among the Mahometans, were softened by assistance 
rendered by the Christian King of Toledo. Nor did 
ithe troubles of the Spanish Hebrews during a part of 
the twelfth century prevent the cultivation of history, 


among them. | 
| ‘This period indeed is distinguished by the lives of 
three of the most illustrious—probably the most illus- 
frious, ‘among the Jews of Spain—Judah Hallevi, 
Abraham-Aben-Ezra, and Moses ben Maimon, or 
Hallevi was born about 1105, in Castile, and Aben- 
Ezra about 1120, in Toledo. ‘The birth-places of both 
were then within the dominions of Christian kings. 
Yet, the men may be regarded as connected with the 
subject we are considering, since they both were in 
active and friendly communication with their 
religionists in the Moorish parts of Spain, and since 
they wrote in Arabic as well as Hebrew. a 
The poems of Judah Hallevi are, in the opinion of 
competent judges, fully equal to any Hebrew poems 
not forming part of the Sacred Volume of Scripture, 
and many of them adorn almost every Jewish ritual. 
To one, not probably of superior merit tq many 
others, but which happens to occur. to my recollection, 
i let ine direct your attention for amoment. ‘Lhe fervent 
attachment to the memory of the Holy Land, which. a 
mixture of religious and poetic entliusiasm had kindled 
‘in Hallevi’s breast, breathed peculiar pathps and 


elegance into the beautiful poem, "2NOM NOT 
frequently recited on the 9th of Ab. It is impossible 
for any Hebrew scholar to read that composition 
without admiring it, and I should like to try, with. 
respect to a few of its lines, whether you will not be 
able to see some of their merit, even through the misty: 
veil of a prose translation. ‘*O . Zion,” exclaims 
Halleviz-* crown of beauty! call to mind the tender

poetry, medicine, astronomy, aud philosophy by many | 


omy scene the poet’s soul rejoices 
at the thonght, that he is approaching the holy places 
he has so long loved. 

[In verses composed after his ‘arrival in Egypt, he 
relates the friendly reception he enjoyed among the 
Egyptian learned, and, though approaching old age 
pays, with true poetic love for all that is beautiful, a 
passing homage to the brilliant eyes and dark locks of 
the daughters of the land. 

Hallevi’s poems written in Egypt are thought to be 
the latest of his works ; and the most learned inguirers 
doubt the truth of the tale which represents him as 
having been slaughtered by an Arab, whilst lamenting 
in Jerusalem itself over its ruins, and they believe on 
the contrary, that he died whilst still on the way 
towards the holy city. | 

Abraham ben Meir Aben-Ezra, of Toledo, is said to 
have been cousin of Judah Hallevi, and to have married 
his daughter. Aben-Ezra possessed a profound know- 
ledge of the Arabic and Hebrew languages, was a 
skilful’ grammarian, and was weil versed in Rabbinical” 
theology, in astronomy, mathematics, and philosophy, | 
He is said to have visited Judah Halievi in disguise, to 
have enrolled himself (although already a learned and 
famous man) among his pupils, to have been received 
in his house, and to have wooed his daughter. Tt js 
further related that, on Hallevi's appearing one nicht” 
afier the usual hour at the evening meal, it was dis-_ 
covered that’he had detained m a vain endeavour 
to complete a half-written poem, and that Abeu-Kzra 
at once conipleted. it so successfully, that Judah 
Hallevi immediately exclaimed, ** None other canst. 
‘thou be than the great Aben-Ezra, and. welcome art 
thou to me as.a son-in-law!" 

Whether this tale be true or not, it is certain at least 
that Aben-Ezra was fully able to turn a well-tuneld 
verse, and that the sprightliness of his mind was no less 3 
wonderful than its power. One of the most remarkable 
characteristics of his numerous writings is the union of - 
sportive and graceful wit with the deepest learning, 
His commentary on Scripture would. alone, in the | 
opinion of the best judges, be sufficient to place himin 
the foremost rank of Biblical critics. He spent a great. 
part of his life in travelling through many countries of 
Murope (several of his'works carry within thém marks 
of the places of theif origin), he visited Palebtine, and — 
died in the island of Rhodes, in the Grecian Seas, it is’.
